Fruit Trees in Valley Should 


Be Sprayed from June 


15th to 20th 


The bands that I am keeping 
on 
apple trees in Thatcher show 
that 
the worms 
that first entered 
the 
fruit are leaving it 
now 
They are 
seeking safe places where 
they can 
spin up and undergo the process of 
transforming 
into 
moths 
When 
these moths emerge 
they will begin 
to lay eggs on the young fruit 
and 
foliage 
If 
you can 
succeed 
in covering 
your fruit with a coat of 
poison nt 
about the time 
these eggs are laid 
it will kill the young worms as they 
hatch from 
the eggs 
before 
they 
can enter the fruit 
The time of spraying is of great 
importance 
My advice 
from 
the 
Office of the State Entomologist 
to 
gether with the band records which 
I keep 
indicate that you will 
get 
the best results 
bv applying 
the 
spray during the 
period 
from the 
fifteenth to the twentieth of June 
Make sure of the following points 
1 
Time as explained 
above 
2 
Strength 
of 
Spray 
We 
are recommending 
one 
pound 
of 
powdered 
lead arsenate to fifty gal- 
lons

of water 
But if I had an or- 
chard 


¬ 
that was quite 
wormy 
last 
year I think I would make the spray 
a little stronger 
Always use twice 
as much poison in the paste form as 
you 
would 
use of 
the 
powdered 
form 
If you fail to keep the solu- 
tion

vigorously stirred 
or agitated 
the poison will settle to the bottom 
leaving your spray weak 
If your 
spray is not full 
strength 
it 
will 
not protect the fruit
